Chief W. D. Richards and As¬ 
sistant Chief George Norris, 
Mayor H. C. Reavis and Council¬ 
man L. K. Layton, of the fire 
committee, and Mayhew Davis of 
the U S. Forestry service paid glow¬ 
ing tribute to the loyalty of the 
firemen to the city, the manner 
in which they have applied them¬ 
selves to the matter of fighting a 
fire effetively and the spirit that 
has caused them to construct and 
present three pieces of equipment 
to the people. 

Incidentally it developed that 
they have a working agreement 
with the firemen of Arcadia and 
Monrovia by the terms of which 
the fire departments of those cities 
will respond to alarms here when 
called upon and a similar agree¬ 
ment with the forestry service.

Sierra Madre has proved so de¬ 
sirable for the puropses of the 
Children's Home in the six years 
that it has been located here that 
there has never been any disposi¬ 
tion to take it elsewhere and 
members of the board and staff 
have received many congratula¬ 
tions from friends on their selec¬ 
tion of the property at 72 West 
Alegria with its interesting big 
house and grounds—four lots in 
all. 

Over seven years ago The 
Children’s Home was organized 
as a part of the program of the 
Plaza Community Center of Los 
Angeles. It is meeting a long-felt 
need in providing Christian char¬ 
acter-training for orphans and 
half-orphans of Protestant-Mexi¬ 
can parents. 

Children are received into this 
Home between the ages of three 
and ten. The boys remain until 
they are 14, and then are placed 
in a suitable home or school to 
complete their training. The rules 
for the girls are a little more 
elastic. They will possibly remain 
until they are 16 or 18. 

At a recent meeting of the Ad¬ 
visory Board it was decided that 
the number of children cared for 
at any one time should never ex¬ 
ceed 30, hence keeping the institu¬ 
tion here homelike. 

E\ ery effort is made to help the 
children feel a personal responsi¬ 
bility in the life of the Home and 
Community. There are three news 
boys in the group, who have 
taken the responsibility of cloth¬ 
ing themselves, and also saving a 
small amount each month. The 
older girls care for children from 
time to time and earn their own 
spending money.

cal department is on call by the 
othre cities. 

Men Given Credit 

Mayhew Davis gave the Sierra 
Madre department most of the 
credit for bringing the great for¬ 
est fire of 1924 in Big Santa 
Anita canyon under control. He 
paid high tribute to the efficiency 
of the personell and equipment 
of the department declaring that 
with its latest addition in the way 
of equipment it is not excelled 
by a single small city within his 
knowledge. 

Chairman Layton of the Cou¬ 
ncilmans fire committee predicted 
the hope of tNe firemen that their 
efforts would materially contrib¬ 
ute towards a reduction of the in¬ 
surance rate would be realized. 

Chief Richards, on behalf of the 
men who built it, presented the 
fine new piece of equipment to 
the city. He explained that each 
of the four pieces of equip¬ 
ment now owned by the city is 
designed to meet a particular pur¬ 
pose. It is all built around the big 
LaFrance pumper, capable of 
pumping 750 gallons of water a 
minute. This piece carries an 80- 
gallon water tank from which 
water is pumped for small fires 
that do not require hose to be at¬ 
tached to the fire plugs. It also 
carries a thousand feet of two 
and one-half inch and 300 feet of 
one and one-half inch hose. 

The first aid and emergency 
equipment built by the firemen 
more than a year ago is designed 
particularly to render first aid 
and to combat grass, automobile 
and small fires. In addition to its 
complete first aid equipment It 
carries a portable pumper and 
500 feet of 14 inch and 300 feet 
of 1 inch hose and is capable 
of rendering splendid service in 
the event of a forest fire. 

Uniforms on Parade 

The "goat" or forest fire piece 
of equipment that is stationed in 
Canyon Park is particularly fitted 
for forest fire work. It is outfitted 
with shovels, axes, gloves, heavy 
shoes and other equipment for 50 
men. 

The sparkling new piece is a 
combination of ladder, chemical 
and hone cart. In addition to its 
ladder:, capable of topping any 
building in the city, it is equipped 
with 60 gallons of chemical and 
apparatus, 500 feet of 24 and 
250 feet on 1 4 inch hose, clean 
up implements, tools and a limited 
first aid outfit. 

Before beginning his speech ac 
cepting the new equipment on be¬ 
half of the citizenry Mayor Reavis 
demanded that the 20 firemen — 
new uniforms and all—should 
march to the front of the hall. 
They brought a roar of laughter 
and applause when the enlongated 
"Shorty" Steinberger and the 
rather diminutive Frank Lovell 
headed the procession. The men 
were given a splendid hand and 
were applauded at various times 
throughout the speeches, particu¬ 
larly when Mayor Reavis assured 
them that he was very certain 
the people appreciated fully their 
services to the city. 

Assistant Chief Norris told how 
faithfully the men had worked on 
the latest piece of equipment and 
of their sincere Interest generally 
in the work they have undertaken. 

The exhibition drill that began 
wtih the sounding of the siren 
and that brought the city's four 
and two pices of government ap¬ 
paratus tearing through the 
streets, was most creditable 
throughout and brought frequent 
applause from the spectators. Fol¬ 
lowing the demonstration and the 
speeches the firemen served re¬ 
freshments and hundreds of peo¬ 
ple later went to the City Hall to 
inspect their fire departments— 
particularly the new piece.
